ny What - the name of this cut of 
meat? 
A. This is a butterfly ham slice, so- 
called because it has two sections 
or wings. It is also called a double 
slice of ham. 
Q Where does the cut come from 
and how is it identified? 
A. The butterfly ham slice is cut 
from the butt end of a ham. A dou- 
ble slice (which is not cut through 
the center) from the meaty, cushion 
side of the ham is opened out flat 
to form a round or oval slice. It may 
be identified by the cut down the 
center. 
Q. How should this cut be prepared? 
A. Like other slices of ham, the but- 
terfiy slice should be broiled or pan- 
broiled. Place the meat on_ the 
broiler rack,and then under the heat 
so tnat the surface of the meat is 
about 3 inches from the heat. Broil 
until golden brown, 5 to 6 minutes 
for a 1%-inch slice, 8 to 10 minutes 
for a 1-inch slice. Turn and broil 
other side for same time. Or place 
in heavy frying-pan and_ brown 
each side, allowing about half as 
long as in broiling. Serve hot.
